PRETORIA (Reuter). — The Sup- 
reme Court judge presiding in the 
terrorism trial of the Anglican 
Dean of Johannesburg yesterday 
turned down a defence application 
for a change of venue on the 
grounds of the Dean's poor health. 

The defence had asked for the 
trial to be moved to Johannesburg, 
saying that the extra strain of 
‘travelling on top of the tensions of 
the trial could prove fatal to the 
59-year-old Dean, the very Rev.

Judge Petrus Cillie said shortly 
before yesterday's session was ad-

‘When the court resumed for the 
third day of the trial, affidavits 
from three doctors were presented 
in support of the application to

Defence counsel Sidney Koporidge 
said that the medical affidavits tes- 
tified that the Dean was already 
being treated for hypertension, suf- 
fered from coronary artery sclerosis 
and that the additional strain 
of travelling from Johannesburg 
each day during a lengthy trial 
could well prove fatal. 

State Prosecutor Johan Lieben- 
berg opposed a change, saying that 
the court in Johannesburg was right 
in the centre of the city and it 
would be difficult to control the 
crowds that the trial would attract 
there.

Blacks can stay in Moscow

MOSCOW. — Leaders of a predo- 
minantly black American self-help 
group called N.E.G.R.O. secured an

STAY EXTENDED 

After “some confusion” yesterday 
morning, Intourist guaranteed Mos- 
cow hotel reservations for the four 
through August 10, the day their 
vises expire, Mr. Ryan said. The 
guarantee eliminated a possible con- 
frontation between Soviet officials 
and NEGRO. over a rule that 
tourists must have guaranteed hotel 
rooms. 

Dr. Matthew said the group wants 
“to see evidence” supporting the So- 
viet claim thet Jews enjoy equal 
opportunity in the Soviet Union.

Two arrested in Sydney air bomb blackmail case 


SYDNEY. — Australian police said 
last night they had arrested two 
men on charges they collected 
$660,000 from Qantas Airlines in 
May in a bizarre hoax involving a 
threat to blow up a Hongkong- 
bound airliner with 128 persons 
aboard if the money were not paid. 

Names of the men were not dis- 
closed but police said one was a 28- 
year-old Australian marine engineer 
and the other 4 3]-year-old English- 
man, the “Mr. Brown” who collec- 
ted the money from Capt. RJ. Rit- 
chie, general manager for Qantas 
International. 

The bomb hoex unfolded with a 


telephone report that 2 sophisticated 
barometric bomb had been placed 
aboerd the Qantas Boeing 707 and 
that it would explode 15 the plane 
descended below a certain altitude. 
The threat touched off a seven-hour 
air drama. 

“Mr. Brown” told Qantas officials 
he would teach them how to defuse 
the bomb if the money were paid. 
To back up the threat, officials were 
directed to another bomb in an 
airport locker. The 707 returned to 
Sydney and circled for hours while 
the hoax was carried out below. 

Police said yesterday they had 
recovered ,some of the money but 


that most of it was still missing. 

The 3l-year-old Briton was ar- 
rested in the Sydney suburb of Dar- 
linghurst early yesterday afternoon 
efter detectives followed the car 
he was driving, police said. 

The other man was arrested a 
few hours later In the seaside sub- 
urb of Bondo, and police seized a 
large sum of money. They also took 
possession of a van containing “an 
assortment of property and tools.” 

The arrests followed one of the 
widest manhunts ever launched by 
Australian police, during which de- 
tectives flew to Britain and Hong- 
kong to make inquiries.

British taxmen 
lift sales levy 
on chastity belts 


LONDON (AP). — Britain's tax- 
men relented Monday and took the 
sales tax off chastity beits. 
‘Marcus Lipton, 86 70-year-old 
widower and Labour Member of 
Parliament, raised the issue by 
an earlier decision that 
chastity belts are “items of apparel” 
and therefore subject to purchase 
tax of about 11 per cent. Mr, Lipton 
argued there ought to be no tax 
on protecting 8 lady's virtue. Safety 
devices are free of purchase tax.

“So what is the hurry among 
banks in pushing up thelr interest- 
rates to compete with the Ghort- 
Term Loan? ‘So many deposits have 
flown into their coffers that they 
have T1100m. of unused capital, for 
which there are no takers,” he 
pointed out. Therefore they do not 
need (from their own point of view) 
to attract more deposits under pre- 
sent conditions — they could wait 
and eee first how much money 
drains off to the Short-Term Loan. 

As it ls, poHcy-makers in the cen- 
tral bank are not discontented with 
developments. Higher interest-rates 
to the depositor are a good thing, 
because they encourage savings. it 
should be recalled that, under pre- 
sent conditions of price inflation, 
anything less than 10 per cent 
means that depositors are, at the 
moment, losing money (in terms of 
purchasing power). 

And the cost of these better 
terms is not being passed on to the 
borrower — so far. The self-induced 
squeeze looks like being on the 
banks.

FILAT WATER SHORTAGE 


HITS TIMNA

. EILAT. — The Timna Copper Mines 


have lost some 1500,000 in output 
during the past three months as a 
result of the current water shortage 
in Eilat. 

This was stated here this week 
by the company’s direc- 
tor, Mr. Uri Wurzburger, who ex- 
plained that, with only one of the 
two desalination units of the Hlec- 
tric Corporation in use, there is not 
sufficient water coming through to 
serve both the needs of the town, 
where thousands of water-cooled air 
conditioners are in maximum use 
during the summer months, and the 
‘copper mines. 

As a result, on sevetal half-days

a week since the beginning of May, 
the rinsing pools in Timna have 
been dry and therefore unable to 
complete the refining process of the 
crushed ore into marketable copper 
cement. 

The reason that only one of the 
two desalination units is in opera- 
tion is an wumresolved dispute be~- 
tween the Electric Corporation and 
the Eilat power station workers’ 
committee over one extra man.
